THE KING IN AQABA AND THAT THE KING HAD ORDERED A HOLD-UP 
ON THE PROPOSED TRANSFER OF DOLS 1.7 MILLION TO THE FFB. 

2. KHADRA STATED HE HAD BEEN AUTHORIZED BY GENERAL MAJALLI 
TO MAKE THIS TRANSFER OF FUNDS TODAY, JULY 21, AND THAT 

BIN SHAKER HAD ALSO APPROVED THE ARRANGEMENT. HE SAID HE 
SUPPOSED THAT BIN SHAKER HAD NOT YET BRIEFED THE KING ON 
THE PROBLEM. 
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3. GENERAL FISH STATED THAT AT ABOUT 1300 HOURS HE HAD 
ACCEPTED THE TRANSFER AND HAD ORDERED THE FUNDS TO BE 
TRANSFERRED TO THE FFB. HE SAID IN THE MOST EMPHATIC TERMS 
THAT HE HAD A CLEAR OBLIGATION TO THE TAXPAYERS TO ACCEPT

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4. THE MOST IMPORTANT CONSIDERATION IS THAT THERE IS MORE
